1 excitement or more often of fatigue 
People getting better from a serious III 
ness are tormented by the loss of com 
mon words. 
This is particularly the 
case after Influenza. One of our lead­ 
ing statesmen after an attack of this 
malady suddenly lost the thread of his 
speech in the midst of a public dis 
course. 
“ Word 
forgetfulness” Is. however, 
mainly the result of careless observa­ 
tion or of want of training. W hat we 
never knew well we very easily forget.

More often than not it is a common 
word in everyday use. But ll will not 
he spoken when wanted. W hat is tho 
secret of this “ word forgetfulness?” 
Doctors call it aphasia. They cannot 
explain it. but say it is a little hitch in 
the working of the brain or Intellect. | 
The Chinese, who have done so many , 
quaint and clever things, recognised 
the difficulty thousands of years ngo 
ami invented a very ingenious way of 
making the hest of tilings. 
They manufactured a number of 
words nm! sentences that meant abso­ 
lutely nothing, mere sound without 
tense. When a Chinaman In the course 
of conversation cornea to a word that 
he lins on tile / ip of bis tongue, but can­ 
not sjm'jik, he just makes use of tile 
meaningless phrases Invented for that 
purpose until be recalls the word lie 
wants and goes on with the conversa­ 
tion. 
The trick, for trick It Is, Is much In 
use in public speaking and certainly is 
an improvement oil the “ cr—cr—ors,” 
couchings and throat clearings that so 
plentifully besprinkle our own after 
dinner orations. The speaker preserves 
his dignity and gives himself time for 
thought. 
Very often the greater ttie desire to 
speak the missing word the greater the 
dlfliciilty or slicer Impossibility. 
Tile 
man in the Arabian story coni*! not re­ 
member fin' words “ Open sesame.” al­ 
though lie was in danger of his life. 
There are many eases on record of sol­ 
diers. even officers, forgetting the pass­ 
word and being shot down by their 
own sentries. At the critical moment 
the

they 


thought they kuew’ns w’cll as their own 
names escapes them. They struggle to 
recall It. but the very effort makes It 
more difficult, ami they pay with their 
lives. 
A man may sometimes be tortured 
and yet be unable to speak tile word be 
most desires to utter. Spies have been 
captured ar.d have gone to their death 
in silence not because they have not 
been eager to betray their comrades. 
but because under the stress and ex­ 
citement of Hie situation they have to­ 
tally forgotten the information they 
would convey. A celebrated case of this 
kind was made Hie subject of a play 
produced in London some years ago. 
called “ A Question of Memory.” 
No doubt every reader w ill be aide to 
recall Instances in which he bas suf­ 
fered from this “ word forgetfulness.” 
One can often remember the initial let­ 
ter of the word, but not the word Itself. 
It Is still on tile tip of the tongue, eveu 
after one bas given up the struggle to 
recollect It. 
Actors sometimes forget a word or 
two In their parts I lint no effort of their 
own can give back to them at the mo­ 
ment. But Hie wings reached and the 
strain removed they are again imme­ 
diately word perfect and at a loss to 
explain their forgetfulness.

Spies have been 
captured and b a re gone to their death 
In silence not because they have not 
been eager to betray their comrades, 
but because under the stress and ex­ 
citem ent of the situation they have to­ 
tally forgotten the Information they 
would convey. A celebrated case of this 
kind w as made the subject of a play 
produced in London some years ago. 
called “ A Question of Memory.” 
No doubt every reader will be able to 
recall Instances In which he bas suf­ 
fered from this “ word forgetfulness.” 
One can often remember the initial let­ 
ter or the word, but not the word Itself. 
It is still on tile tip of tile tongue, even 
after one has given up the struggle to 
recollect it. 
Actors sometimes forget a word or 
tw o in their parts that no effort of their 
own can give back to them at the mo­ 
ment. But the wings reached and the 
strain removed they are again imme­ 
diately word perfect and at a loss to 
explain their forgetfulness. 
A whole 
p art is sometim es forgotten. This usu­ 
ally happens afte r a very long run. 
During the run of “The Second Mrs. 
T anqueray” Mrs. Patrick Campbell one 
night found herself on the stage as in­ 
nocent of any knowledge of ber part as 
any m em ber of the audience. She made 
desperate efforts to “find herself.” but 
It was no good. That performance she 
had to read the part through from be­ 
ginning to end. 
Nam es of people are the words th a t 
slip our memories most frequently. We 
see a face we know, and yet w e cannot 
fit a nam e to IL We are shaken by the 
band or slapped on the back, and all 


People getting better from a serious ill 
ness are tormented by the loss of com 
mon words. 
This is particularly the 
case after influenza. One of onr lead­ 
ing statesm en after an attack of this 
malady suddenly lost the thread of his 
speech In the midst of a public dis 
course. 
“ Word forgetfulness” is. however, 
mainly the result of careless observa­ 
tion or of w ant of training. W hat we 
never knew well we very easily forget. 
An experienced police detective never 
forgets a face or nam e.—Pearson’s.

The Ainus, generally known to Airier 
leans and 
Europeans as “the hairy 
Ainus,” are the only aboriginal people 
now living in Japan. 
They are callet 
“ hairy” 
in 
contradistinction 
to 
tin 
smooth faced Japanese, K oreans ana 
Chinese. Their present home is in link 
kaklo, or Yesso, the m ost northerly part 
of the empire, although it is supposed 
th a t iu earlier times they occupied 
most of tin* entire country. 
Ancestor* 
of the Japanese of today found them in 
possession and by force of superioi 
arm s and civilization gradually drovi 
them to the north, much Iu the same 
way as the savages were driven bayk 
tow ard the Pacific by the early settlers 
in America. 
The Ainus live today pretty m uch as 
the Indians OU their reservations iu the 
west. 
They are still for the most part 
half savage, and the Japanese nam e 
for them, “ Yesso," means barbarian. 
They are very skillful in bunting aud 
fishing, which are their chief occupa­ 
tions. 
They are under the protection 
of the imperial governm ent aud are 
entirely separated from the Japanese. 
The latest census showed th at they 
num ber very uearly 17,000. 
Among the m any curious custom s of 
the Ainus perhaps the quaintest is their 
method of nam ing their children. They 
observe a peculiar economy In giving 
outlies. The infant m ust go without a 
nam e until It shows itself worthy of 
bearing oue. 
If it is sickly and not 
likely to live, it Is not considered worth 
while to w aste a nam e upon it. 
As 
each child m ust by immemorial custom 
have a braud new name, used by uo 
oue in the com m unity, nam es a re scarce 
aud m ust be guarded, 
lf the child 
should be given a mime borne by some 
one else, the ghost of .the form er pus 
sessor of the uam e may come buck 
from the underworld to avenge the 
slight. 
It is custom ary to take u nam e from 
some Incident that occurred at the 
child's birth or It Is left to the parents 
afterw ard to choose one for it. 
should 
tho infant come Into the world with a 
smiling face It might be culled Iklshi* 
maburu, which m eans a smile, or fond 
parents may call It Kam ulssage (a 
pulling rope of the gods) lf they tv lib 
their child to be In the special care of 
the gods. 
From the age of 7 to IO Ainu children 
of either sex have their heads shaved, 
but after ll they are allowed to have 
long hair and w ear the same clothes 
as grow u persons. They wear no cloth 
iug unless Hie w eather is very Cold. 
The favorite and almost exclusive or 
na m eat Is the earring, usually made of 
metal. 
W hat clothing is worn is made 
of straw'. 
They never wear shoes or 
other covering for the feet except as a 
g reat luxury and mark of distinction 
on ceremonious occasions. 
The men carry small knives and to­ 
bacco pooches, and the womcu carry 
small looking glasses aud knives. The 
knife is list'd as symbolic. Tile maiden 
w ears it with the blade bare, lint when 
siie m arries it is worn Iii a sheath. The 
women also {taint their faces, using a 
kind of ink for the purpose. 
Tile Alnus live mostly by fishing and 
hunting. They hunt the bear and deer, 
catch salmon and other fish aud grow 
potatoes ami millet. 
W henever they 
can get It they eat rice, which they re­ 
gard as the best food, though they do 
not raise it themselves. 
Both sexes 
sm oke tobacco and drink liquor. 
The marriage custom s differ widely 
from those of the Japanese. The ques­ 
tion Is first a r u lad between the youth 
and maiden, who then refer the m atter 
to their parents through a mediator, 
who should be a relative of tile pro­ 
spective bridegroom.

They are very skillful iu hunting and 
fishing, which are their chief occupa­ 
tions. 
They are nuder the protection 
of the imperial governm ent and are 
entirely separated from the Japanese. 
The latest census showed that they 
num ber very nearly 17,o00. 
Among the m any curious custom s of, 
the Ainus perhaps the quaintest is their 
method of nam ing their children. They 
observe a peculiar economy in giving 
names. 
The iufant m ust go w ithout a1 
nam e untif it shows itself worthy of 
bearing one. 
If it is sickly aud not j 
likely to live, it is not considered worth j 
while to w aste a nam e upon it. 
As 
each child m ust by immemorial custom ' 
have a brand new name, used by no 
one iu the com munity, names are scarce j 
and m ust be guarded. 
If the child 
should be given a nam e borne by some 
one else, the ghost o u tlie former pos­ 
sessor of the nam e may come back 
underworld to avenge the

The man Is not allowed 
to enter tho house when tho woman is 
in It alone, and he is not permitted to 
walk behind a woman. 
When a man 
meets a woman, he m ust salute first, 
by smoothing his beard and rubbing 
his bauds. 
Then she responds by 
touching lier nose with a linger of ber 
left hand. 
During October the Ainus bold a re­ 
ligious fete, which is called the bear 
festival, because they sacrifice a hear 
which has been carefully fostered for 
three years. 
Judicial punishm ent am ong the Ainus 
consists of a severe beating with a 
stick adm inistered to the culprit. The 
crimes are generally th e ft—stealing a r­ 
ticles or the wife of a neighbor. 
As 
there are eight men to one woman the 
majority of the males are uot married, 
and wife stealing is very common. The 
accused Is subjected to a long exam ina­ 
tion by the chief of the com munity and 
is then compelled to resort to the ordeal 
of fire. 
H e m ust take a stone out of 
boiling water. 
If innocent, the Alnus 
think be will uot be Injured, 
lf the 
question cannot be settled in this way, 
tbe principals in the dispute must fight 
it out. 
The Ainus are polytheists, though 
they limit their gods to two, a god of 
fire and a god of water. 
The first is 
called Kabckamo! and the latter Hato- 
kamoi. 
They. also, like most peoples 
who have a religious system, believe in 
some sort of heaven and bell.—Japuu 
and America.

It is custom ary to take a nam e from 
some incident that occurred at tho 
child’s birth or it is left to the parents 
afterw ard to choose one for it. Should 
tbe infant come into tbe world with a 
smiling face it might be called Ikishi- 
maburu, which m eans a smile, or fond 
parents may call 
it Kaiuoissage (a 
pulling rope of the gods) if they wish 
their child to be iii the special care of 
the gods. 
From tbe age of 7 to IO Ainu children 
of cither sex have their beads shaved, 
but after ll they are allowed to have 
long hair and w ear the same clothes 
as grown persons. They wear no cloth­ 
ing unless ’be w eather is very cold. 
Tbe favorite aud almost exclusive or 
nnment is the earring, usually made of 
metal. 
W hat clot bing is worn is made 
of straw . 
They never w ear shoes or 
other covering for the feet except as a 
great luxury and mark of distinction 
on ceremonious occasions. 
The men carry small knives and to 
bacco pouches, and the women carry 
small looking glasses and knives. The 
knife is used as symbolic. 
Tbe maiden 
wears it with tbe blade bare. but when 
she marries It is worn in a sheath. The 
women also paint their faces, using a 
kind of ink for the purpose. 
The Ainus live mostly by fishing and 
hunting. They hunt the bear and deer, 
eateb salmon and other fish and grow 
potatoes and millet. 
W henever they 
can get it they eat rice, which they re­ 
gard as the best food, though they do 
not raise it themselves. 
Both sexes 
smoke tobacco and drink liquor. 
The m arriage customs differ widely 
from those of the Japanese. The ques­ 
tion is first settled between the youth 
and maiden, who then refer the m atter 
to their parents through a mediator, 
who should be a relative of the pro­ 
spective bridegroom. 
The man must 
send a present of lacquered 
ware, 
which is regarded by them as one of 
the most precious things in the world. 
This, however, is reclaimed by bim if 
his wife afterw ard seeks a divorce. 
Ainus live in dwellings of about the 
same class as those of the American 
Indians. 
Tbe rude hut has two win­ 
dows, one of them for ordinary earthly 
uses, tbe other reserved for tbe en­ 
trance of tbe gods.
